Afraid to Spend Rent Money 
for Food, Surviving Woman 
Explains. 


By the Associated Press. 

ABERDEEN, Scotland. May 16. 
—With $90 in the house, a man and 
his sister starved to death, and 
when police broke in yesterday a 
second sister was found in the last 
Stages of starvation. She was hard- 
ly able to speak, but managed to 
explain: 

“We were tfraid to spend the 
money for food for fear we would 
be unable to pay the rent.’ 

How long it had been since she 
had eaten? She replied: 

“I used to get a roll and a cup 
of tea at.a nearby shop once—I 
don’t remember how long ago that 
was.” 

A post mortem disclosed that the 
two—Frederick Sutcliffe Summers, 
61 years old, whose family was 
once well-to-do, and his sister, 71 
had been dead for two months. The 
surviving sister, 63, did not know 
they were dead. 

“They are sleeping,” she mum- 
bled. “Don’t wake them, poo: 
things, because when they 
awake hunger makes them so un- 
happy that it makes me cry.”

Two explosions wrecked a high- 
tension power line pole of the Illi- 
nois Light & Power Co. near Gil- 
lespie, Ill, last midnight a few 
hours after Gov.

The blasts carried the wire down, 
adding Gillespie and Benld to the 


41 Southern and Central Illinois 
communities with only partial pow- 
er service or none at all since the 
strike began April 3. 

Large mines at the two towns 
have their own power systems and 
were not affected but the mining 
settlement of Sawversville, south of 
Benld, was without power. 


- Conference With Governor. 


The Governor's announcement 
was made at a conference of May- 
ors of affected towns who have 
heen trying to bring about a strike 
settlement conference between 
company and union officials. Gov. 
Horner asked those attending the 
conference to meet again today. In- 
vitations were sent to Michael J. 
Boyle of Chicago, International vice- 
president of the electrical workers’ 
union, and Allen Van Wyck, execu- 
tive vice-president of .the utility 
company. 

Mayor George Remnsnider of 
Belleville headed the group of 
Mayors from towns in Central] and 
Southern Illinois. Chairman Ben- 
jamin F. Lindheimer of the Ili- 
nois Commerce Commission _at- 
tended the Governor's conference, 
and representatves of the Attorney- 
General's office were called in for 
legal advice. The Commission re- 
cently ordered the power company 
to restore full service.

BYRD REACHES BOSTON;

Explorer and Crew of 110 
Given Noisy Welcome as 
They Disembark.

BOSTON, May 16.— Rear Admi- 


ral Richard B. Byrd came home to- 
day with his crew of 110 men, 67 
dogs, two airplanes and other 
equipment,.and officially disband- 
ed his secgnd Antarctic expedition. 

More than 2000 persons gave him 


a tumultuous welcome as the sup- 
ply ship Jacob Ruppert and the 
expedition ship Bear of Oakland 
were warped into docks at the 
Charlestown navy yard at noon. 
Sirens along the waterfront blared 
and a salute of 13 guns was fired. 
The sled dogs, chained on upper 
decks of the Ruppert, let out a 
chorus of howls. 

Gov. James M. Curley greeted the 
explorer when he descended the 
gangplank, followed by his crew, 
all of whom wore white badges sig- 
nifying their membership in_ the 
expedition. Earlier the Admiral 
had been greeted on behalf of the 
city by Mayor Frederick W. Mans- 
field and his aids aboard the Rup- 
pert while it was proceeding up the 
harbor from quarantine. 

Several tugs and a fireboat played 
streams of water high in the air. 
Aboard the tugs were the parents 
and other relatives of members of 
the expedition. 

Admiral Byrd, aboard the Rup- 
pert, said: “It’s glorious to be 
back.”” He said his immediate con- 
cern would be for his family, re- 
marking that he ‘was a tough fel- 
low.to be married to” and that he 
then would devote himself to meet- 
ing a $60,000 deficit in the expedi- 
tion’s expenses.

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CIVIL SERVIGE LEAGU 
CRITICISES ROOSEVELT 


Declares President Has Com- 
promised With Job-Hunters 
for Political Expedience. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 16.—The Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League 
charged in a report last night that 
President Roosevelt had compro- 
mised with patronage-seekers on 
the basis of political expedience. 

There is “little doubt,” the report 
said, that Roosevelt personally be- 
lieves in a nonpartisan, permanent 
‘civil-service, but “for practical rea- 


sons he has compromised with the) 
patronage hunters when that 
seemed politically expedient.” 

During the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the report said, about 60 new 
agencies, with almost 100,000 em- 
ployes, have been created and all 
but a half dozen of the agencies are 
exempt from the civil service law. 

“The President has tacitly permit- 
ted the Postmaster-General to at- 
tempt to appease the job-hungry 
members of his party,” the report 
went on, “and has given no open 
rebuke t o congressional insistence 
on including patronage clauses in 
important legislation.” 

At the same time, the league held 
that: “Notwithstanding the back- 
ward steps which have been takefi, 
President Roosevelt still has a/re- 
markable opportunity to make great 
progress toward establishing a real 
career service.”

IGARETTES VS. NERVE 


Women Appreciably Affected, 
Men Very Little, Experi- 
menters Report. 4/ 


Cigarette smoking has no appre- 
ciable effect in increasing nervous- 
ness among men, but markedly 
stimulates nervousness in women, 
two advanced students of psychol- 
ogy at Washington University have 
concluded as a result of experi- 
ments with 31 of their fellow stu- 
dents. 

The test used for nervousness 
was the holding of a metal stylus 
in a hole pierced in a metal plate. 
As nervousness increased the stylus 
came more frequently into contact 
with the rim of the hole. Women 
who did not smoke were found to 
be the steadiest of those used in 
the experiment, touching the rim 
an average of 29 times a minute. 
Normal for all women who partic- 
ipated was 52, and for men, 56. 

Women who were habitual smok- 
ers had an average score of 70, 
which jumped to 116 five minutes 
after smoking. Nervousness de 
creased then until 20 minutes after 
smoking, when they were steadier 
than before. Men 
showed no substantial change in 
efficiency five minutes after smok-

FEDERAL AGENTS INVESTIGATING 


ILLINOIS COAL TRAIN BOMBINGS 


Cummings Says Inquiry Is Intend- 
ed to Find Out If Federal 
Offense Wars Committed.

WASHINGTON, May § 16.—The 
Department of Justice is conduct- 
ing an investigation into the bomb- 
ing of coal trains in Southern IIli- 
nois. Attorney-General Homer lL. 
Cummings said here today. 

“At present,” Cummings said, 
“we are conducting an investiga- 
tion to determine whether or not 
a Federal offense has been commit- 
ted and whether, therefore, Federal 
intervention is necessary.” 

A small force of special agents 
is conducting the investigation in 
the coal counties of Southern Illi- 
nois, Cummings said. State’s at- 
torneys from the Southern Illinois 
counties have been called on to 
aid in the investigation. They re- 
cently were called to St. Louis for a 
conference with Federal 
Cummings said. 

Cummings, in discussing the in- 
vestigation with the Post-Dispatch, 
made it clear that this does not 
represent a new policy of the De- 
partment of Justice with regard to 
labor disputes. 

“We she interested in determin- 
ing whether a crime was commit- 
ted.” he said. “It doesnt matter 
to us who committed the crime. 


{Our procedure must be the same 


in any event.” 

The Department of Justice pri- 
marily is seeking to determine, ac- 
cording to Cummings, whether the 
bombings interferred with inter- 


istate. commerce. The investigation 


also will determine whether they 
constituted a restraint of trade by 


‘an organized group.

What this would mean to the city is plain. Funds 

available for public.works in St. Louis would go 
some place else. The Government is determined to 
put out the public works fund as rapidly as possible. 
The great justification claimed for tne fund is that 
work relief is preferable to the direct dole. The ex- 
pectation is that 3,500,000 people will be given em- 
ployment in the nation as a result of this effort. The 
administrators of the fund cannot stop to quibble. 
They cannot wait until labor settles questions of 
jurisdiction, which has sometimes been the case here, 
or until one kind of labor organization agrees with 
another kind of labor organization. They cannot wait 
for closed shops to reach agreements. with open 
shops. They cannot, as in the gravel case, wait for 
the local unions affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to use the material] taken out of the 
Meramec by organized labor not affiliated with the 
national organization. 
It would be improper for administrators of the 
public works fund to permit its purposes to be defeat- 
ed by these recriminations. Labor has an obligation. 
As the first bene‘iciary of this great expenditure, it 
owes the people and their Government co-operation. 
The farmers, who have been the beneficiaries of the 
processing tax, are grateful. When the processing 
tax was attacked at Washington, more than 3000 
farmers went to the national capital at their own ex- 
pense to fight for its retention.. The farmers are set- 
ting an example in gratitude. Whether or not we 
believe in any of these ameliorative measures is not 
the question. As Grover Cleveland said, it is a con- 
dition that confronts us: We have millions of unem- 
ployed people.

WEBSTER GROVES, THE COUNTY AND SEWERS. 

The overwhelming approval by Webster Groves 
voters of an $800,000 bond issue for trunk sewers is 
an indication that St. Louis County’s sewage disposal 
problem is at last started on the road to solution. 
The 7-to-1 vote is the first evidence that the popular 
distrust of all sewer proposals, which grew out of 
operation of the objectionable Ralph law, is being a)- 
layed. It has been difficult for voters to forget a 
iaw under which more than $1,000,000 in taxes were 
levied, but no sewers were built. 

It was this distrust which led; at least in part, to 
defeat of the proposed $5,878,000 bond issue for 
trunk sewers in a county-wide district last fall. The 
Webster Groves plan was based, like the county-wide 


yroposal, on legislation which succeeded the now de- 


funct Ralph Jaw, but limited its scope to a much 
smaller drainage area. It became, therefore, a com- 
munity issue and it was on this basis that propo- 
nents campaigned for approval. It may be that so- 
lution of this, perhaps the county’s most important 
problem, lies in communities acting individually, like 
Webster Groves, under the present law, which pro- 
vides adequate safeguards for taxpayers’ money.

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OVERTAXED GASOLINE. 

The motorists of the country are paying, in special 
class taxation, exclusive of general taxes, approxi- 
mately $1,250,000,000 a year. They feel they are 
more than doing their part. They object to Federal 
excise taxes on gasoline, automobiles, oils, tires and 
other products used in motor transportation. Through 
the National Highway Users’ Conference, they have 
petitioned the President and members of Congress 
not to re-enact those taxes. 

The Federal gasoline tax is regarded as particu- 
larly unfair. This tax expires on June 30. More 
than 200 organizations and 21 states have memorial- 
ized Congress to let that tax lapse. The point is 
made that, in entering this field, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has imposed double taxation, that the tax 
is excessive, that it is dangerously unwise, since 
many states have pledged their gasoline tax revenue 
to the payment of bond issues. 

This tax was first levied in the Revenue Act of 
1932. It was not included in the House bill. During 
its pendency in the Senate, a revised statement of the 
nation’s finances by the Treasury Department dis- 
closed the necessity for more revenue. The gaso- 
line tax was finally adopted, but very reluctantly, 
with the explicit commitment that it was a tempo- 
rary tax. Its life was fixed at one year. It was 
recognized that the gasoline tax field belonged to 
the states, was occupied by the states, and that the 
Federal Government should not invade that field, 
except under compulsion and with the definite pledge 
to withdraw on a fixed date. 

In the stress of circumstances, the tax has been 
renewed, always, however, for a stipulated period. 
The motor industry, the petroleum industry, allied 
industries and the great body of heavily-taxed auto- 
mobile owners insist that the time has come for the 
Federal Government to keep its pledge, that this 
tax, at its expiration, should be permitted to lapse. 
The Finance Committee of the Senate and the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House are reported as 
opposing its continuance. 

Discontinuance of the Federal tax on gasoline, it 
is argued, would stimulate the whole industry of mo- 
tor transportation, and the ensuing relief would be 
felt all along the route, from the city delivery to the 
farmer’s truck. 

That the petitioners have a just cause will not 
be disputed. The opposition to those taxes is so wide- 
spread that it does seem as if the remonstrance must 
be heeded. But a tax, once created, is proverbially 
hard to kill. Here is one instance in which the ax 
might popularly fall.

FLAUBERT CLEARED. 

The three-year-old case involving “November,” one 
of the works of that French master of realism, Gus- 
tave Flaubert, has at last been brought to an end. 
City Magistrate Goldstein of New York has dismissed 
the complaint against a dealer on whose premises a 
copy of the book was found during a raid conducted 
in 1932 by John S. Sumner of the New York Society 
for the Suppression of Vice. 

The Magistrate’s enlightened reasoning would do 
credit to many a Judge on a higher bench. We quote 
from his opinion: 

The criterion of decency is fixed by time, place 
and geography and all the elements that make 
for a constantly changing world. It is not my 
function as a Judge to express agreement or dis- 
agreement with the present accepted standards. 
The task of the Judge is to record the tides of 
public opinion—not to emulate King Canute in 
an effort to turn back the tide. My duty is to 
act as observer and recorder—not as regulator. 
Mr. Justice Cardozo of the United States Supreme 

Court expressed the same thought in his character- 
istically picturesque style in his historic little book. 


“The Growth of the Law,” when he said: “Law ac- 
cepts as the pattern of its justice the morality of 
the community whose conduct it assumes to regu- 


late. ... The law will not hold the crowd to the 
morality of saints and seers,” 

If there ever was a time when public opinion in 
this country would have supported a ban on the 
author of “Madame Bovary,” it has long since faded 
into the past. We hope no one will be so behind 
the times as to challenge him again.

INTIMIDATING THE PRESS. 

Martin Mooney, a reporter for the New York Amer- 

ican, has been held in contempt of court, sentenced to 
30 days in the workhouse and fined $250 because he 
will not divulge the source of his information in a 
series of stories on policy gambling. 
Haled before General Sessions Judge Morris Koe- 
nig, Mooney said “it was the first recognized law of 
a newspaper man not to violate a confidence.” He 
told Judge Koenig that while writing the articles, he 
had lived with a group of gamblers and policy op- 
erators. It was for refusing to tell the grand jury 
who these men are that Mooney was held in con- 
tempt. He said: 


I cannot answer the questions put to me by 
the grand jury because I would violate a con- 
fidence. If the day should come when it is imper- 
ative for me to earn my bread and butter by 
double-crossing people, I will deem it advisable 
to tear up my press card. 


About a year ago, Vance Armentrout, an editor of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, was fined $25 and 
costs by the Kentucky Legislature because he would 
not divulge the authorship of a letter printed in the 
Courier-Journal’s “Point of View” column. The case 
was taken to the courts, and the fine was remitted. 
The letter in question criticised the Legislature. 
The point is in both cases the same. The reporter 
cannot be the public servant he should be if he does 
not respect the confidence of those who give him in- 
formation. Mr. Mooney, in our judgment, has noth- 
ing to fear in an appeal to a higher court. The news- 
paper is responsible under the libel laws. If Mr. 
Armentrout were compelled to divulge the author- 
ship of a letter written to his paper, the service of 
the Courier-Journal to the people of Kentucky would 
be impaired. If Mr. Mooney were compelled to di- 
vulge the sources of information contained in his 
Stories on policy gambling, the great service ren- 
dered by reporters in New York City would be seri- 
ously crippled. 

What the|Kentucky Legislature and Judge Koenig 
have tried to do is to intimidate the press. To in- 
timidate the press is to destroy its freedom. To de- 
Stroy its freedom is to expose society to all the 
perils which the founders of our own Republic had

President into giving silver prices a 
shot in the arm, they fired a shot that was 
felt ‘throughout the world. 

China is plunged into a monetary famine, 
commercial depression and financial panic 
and is prompted to a boycott of American 
goods and to reconciliation with Japan. 
Mexico, being a leading producer of silver, 
is stirred inte a boom, but with an acute 
lack of currency. Silver coinage in all parts 
of the world is threatened with scarcity. 
All the bourses are jumpy with a frantic 
silver speculation. Every foreign owner of 
Silver has been enriched. 

At home, a handful of silver miners have 
been benefited to an extent which, thougn 
great in itself, has not created even a bub- 
ble on the surface of our national economy 
~—although the silver policy is charged with 
potentialities of extensive monetary infla- 
tion and already has “cost” the Treasury 
over $200,00),000. 

The precocious growth of the enfant terri- 
ble was not realized by the American pub- 
lic until the President’s order of April 10 
increasing the price of newly mined domes- 
tic silver to a trifle more than 71 cents. 
This price boost, it was perceived, was made 
necessary by the fact that the Government’s 
buying of foreign silver had pushed the 
price up to such a point that it would soon 
have been in the position of paying more 
for foreign than for American silver.

W HEN the “willful group” of silver Sen- 


The expressed purpose of the Silver Pur- 
chase Act of June, 1934, is to “improve the 
monetary system of the United States.” But 
the real animating purpose of the measure 
was to raise the price of silver to $1.29 an 
ounce and inflate the currency—to enricn 
the people of the silver deserts and trim 
the thrifty of all parts. : 

The avowed basic policy of the act is to 
make silver a part of the country’s metallic 
monetary reserves to the extent of one- 
fourth. This objective was defended in 
some nebulous Borahic and Warrenian way 
as having a tendency to depreciate money 
and raise price levels—and overthrow the 
alleged stranglehold of gold on prices. 

We are still a long way from having one- 
fourth as much silver as gold in the Treas- 
ury. While we have been buying silver, 
gold has’ poured into the Treasury to the 
amount of about $700,000,000, thus raising 
the silver quota. At the end of February, 
the gold stock was $8,526,000,000, which 
called for a total of $2,842,000,000 in silver, 
with only $1,445,000,000 on hand. As of 
March 29, we still had to buy 1,113,000,000 
ounces of silver, or about six times the en- 
tire world output of silver in 1934, with the 
limit getting higher and higher as_ gold 
flows in, and the price, of course, being 
boot-strapped up all the time. 

Where is all this silver to come from? 
The entire stock of silver in the world is 
estimated at 12 billion ounces. Under the 
Pittman agreement, Spain may’ sell only a 
small amount. India is limited to sales 
from its treasury of not more than 35,000,000 
ounces a year, and that is our own doing-- 
compelling the Indian Government to hold 
back what we are now eager to get any- 


* 


where in the wide world. ‘Loud laughter.) 
The people of India have in their hoards 
and in circulation some four billion ounces. 
Chinese people have 2,500,000,000 ounces, but 
the “busted” Government has none, and has 
embargoed the exportation of silver. 

All the silver mines in the world produce 
only 185,000,000 ounces of silver a year. Al- 
most all silver is produced as a byproduct 
of some other metal mining—now depressed. 
It will be a long and slow process, there- 
fore, to increase greatly the present rate of 
production. It is obvious that if we are tv 
continue to buy silver “enthusiastically,” the 
price will have to be hoisted, and hoisted 
rapidly. It is $1.29 an ounce eventually; so 
why not now for domestic silver—and give 
the home-town boys a big killing ahead of 
the foreigners” 

It is not unlikely that that will be done. 
We shall then have de facto bimetallism 
at 27 to 1, because silver and gold will .be 
stabilized in relation to each other. Then 
will come new valuation of silver at 16 to 1 
with the new gold dollar, or $2.18 an ounce.

Publicists in London and Washington are 
filling the air with owlish intimations of 
something profoundly strategic and long- 
pondered in a policy which was actually an 
incident of the distress of silver miners 
ploited by silver politicians in league with 
the all-wool inflationists. We are told th- 
deep and subtle policy is to whip England 
into line for stabilization, bring back the 
international gold standard, put the dollar 
above the pound in the esteem of an awed 
world, and rout the British from control] of 
commodity prices (attributed to manipula- 
tions of the sterling-rupee ratio by the over- 
lords of India). 

If the price of silver rises to $1.29, even 
to $1, it is maintained, the traditional] 
conception of the bullion content of the 
rupee as being about half of its sterling 
value will be smashed, and the rupee wilil 
then run its own course upward; Indias 
export trade will vanish and its internal 
economy be disrupted—unless the gold value 
of sterling is raised. 

It: goes without saying that the Indian 
Government and the Indian people do not 
wish the rupee to appreciate. No nation 
wants its currency to rise in these parlous 
times. But it certainly does not follow that 
a higher rupee ratio will result from rising 
silver prices. Unlike China, India is not 
on the silver standard, and has not been 
since 1893. The exchange value of the 
rupee does not fluctuate with the price of 
silver. 

If the rupee became more valuable as 
bullion than as money, the Government 
would embargo or heavily tax silver ex- 
ports; either measure would prevent the 
rupee rising in exchange value. If rupees 
should tend to disappear from circulation, 
the Indian Government would simply substi- 
tute rupee notes for the coin, even as Mex- 
ico, in just such a position, is substituting 
paper for pesos. 

The probabilities are, indeed, that if any 
way can be found to get silver out of India 
at a lovely price, the British and the na- 
tives will both welcome the process, pro- 
vided it does not involve an influx of for-

Loss Is $391,457 Less Than in 
1933; 'ncrease in Freight 
Revenue. 


The net deficit of the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway (Cotton 
Belt) for 1934 was $1,145,436 after 
all charges.. This compared with a 
deficit of $1,536,894 in 1933, the re- 
sult for last year showing an im- 
provement of $391,457. 

These statistics and others are 
contained in the annual report of 
the board of directors to the stock- 
holders, prepared by Hale Holden, 
chairman of the board, and Daniel 
Upthegrove, president. 

Commenting on the deficit for 
1934, Upthegrove said a _ profit 
earnea by the Southwestern Trans- 
portation Co., a wholly owned bus 
subsidiary, would reduce this to $1,- 
137,000. The company’s expenses 
also included a charge of $65,692 
for employe pensions under the rail- 
road retirement act. As the act was 
held unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court, this sum reverts to 
the company. 

An increase of revenue from 
freight traffic was noted in the 
but 
this was partially offset by a de- 
cline in the last two months. There 
was a decrease in the amount of 
cotton and petroleum hauled, at- 
tributed by the report to Govern- 
ment restrictions on production. 
The tonnage of timber products 
also declined. 

There was an 
senger traffic revenue, the 1954 to- 
tal being $213,938 compared with 
$186,206. in 1933. This, the report 
said, was in large part “due to the 
increased number of revenue pas- 
sengers carried as tne result of ex- 
perimental reductions in fares 
made effective in December, 19353, 
to stimulate passenger travel.” 

At the end of the year the com- 
pany owed $17,882,250 to the Re-

Shaw’s Garden Grows 


Lost Variety of Redbud 


Double-Flowering Type Cultivated After 
Letter Tells of Tree on Mississippi—No 
Other Known Specimen. 


The lost double-flowering variety 
of the American Redbud tree, whose 
clusters of rosy-purple flowers 
blooming on the branches before the 
leaves show, are among the first to 
color the woods and gardens in 
early spring, has been successfully 
cultivated by the staff at Shaw's 


Garden, 
While the native Redbud bears 


single pealike flowers less than a 
quarter of an inch in size, the dou- 
ble variety bore blossoms this month 
at Grey Summit Arboretum at least 
four times as large and with as 
many as 20 petals. 

The color is the same as the 
flower of the native tree, but in 
shape the new variety is like a ro- 
sette and resembles the familiar 
flowering almond. It is destined to 
take a favored place in gardens 
along with the double-flowering 
peach, crab and other choice trees. 

How Stock Was Obtained. 

How the stock was obtained and 
propagated is related in the May 
‘issue of the Garden bulletin. About 
‘five years ago a letter was received 
at the Garden from Mrs. Anderson 
Gratz, formerly of St. Louis, stat- 
ing that for the last 10 years she 
and Mr. Gratz had been interested 
in a certain tree they discovered 
growing in an unannounced !oca- 
tion on a bank of the Mississippi 
River. 

They recognized the tree to be a 
Redbud, but instead of the familiar 


ers. It was the only tree of.its kind 
known to exist -and it was slowly 
falling into the river from. the 
washing of the bank. 

Cuttings to be used for grafting 
or budding were sent to several in- 


stitutions, among them the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden. At first 
only failures resulted from _  at- 


tempts to bud or graft the cuttings 
on native stock. In the spring of 
1933, however, cuttings were taken 
from new growth on the tree, and 
the buds were successfully set on 
native Redbud stock, Of about 50 
buds set, only nine survived the 
heat of last summer, but good 
growth was obtained on these and 


‘the double flowers appeared on the 


new stock.

record of its history. An 1894 list 
of trees at the Kew Gardens makes 
reference to a double-flowering 
Redbud, and the listing was re- 
tained in a later edition in the 
hope that another specimen might 
be procured, but none was. ob- 
tained. 

In handbooks on .trees published 
in Germany in 1903 and 1907, a 
double-flowering Redbud is recog- 
nized as a variety. However, no 
information ever had been given 
concerning the locality or charac- 


ter of the variety until Mr. and 
Mrs. Gratz discovered it. “Appar- 
ently no one else had seen the 


double-flowered Redbud since it 
disappeared at Kew some 40 years 
ago,” the bulletin said. 

The Garden is one of the chief 
sources of supply for another form 
of the Redbud, a white single-flow- 
ering variety. In 1903 a small plant 
was purchased from John Teas, a 
nurseryman of Carthage, Mo. Re- 
peated observations proved that the 
white color was fixed. 

Seven trees, the remainder of 
Teas’ stock, were purchased in 1920, 
placing che entire original stock in 
the Garden collection. 

The Garden staff plans to re- 
propagate the double-flowering 
specimens by budding until a suf- 
ficient number of the trees are ob- 
tained to assure the variety will 
not be lost again. They probably

CHICAGO MAN QUESTIONED 
IN FORMER WIFE'S MURDER 


Andrew D. Benway, 75, Engaged in

CHICAGO, May 16.—Andrew D. 
Benway, 75 years old, who engaged 
in “Lonely Hearts” correspondence 
with women, was questioned by 
police last night in the murder of 
his former wife, Mrs. Clara Ben- 
way, 67. Her body was found yes- 
terday in the 4l-rp0om apartment 
building, which her ex-husband 
owned, but which she managed. 
Benway maintained living quarters 
in another part of the building. 

Mrs. Benway, clad only in a night 
gown, was found in her ransacked 
apartment, her skull crushed. Mon- 
ey and jewelry thought to have 
been in the apartment were miss- 
ing. The body was found by a 
janitor called by Benway, who said 
he had been unable to arouse his 
ex-wife. He said he had seen her 
Tuesday night for a short while, 
but denied knowing anything about 
the killing. 

The two were divorced in 1931 
after Benway was quoted by his 
wife as saying he liked his women 
younger. In his room police found 
hundreds of letters from woman 
members of matrimonial and 
“Lonely Hearts” clubs. 

“IT wrote to them just to pass the 
time away,’ Benway said. He was, 
he added, a member of the Joy 
Club, which has headquarters in 
St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Imme- 
diate distribution of $1,090,953,200 | 
for non-Federal projects under the | 
works-relief program was recom-_ 
mended today to President Roose- | 
velt by the allotment board. 
Simultaneously, Secretary of the | 
Interior Ickes, chairman of the Ad- | 
visory Committee to distribute the | 
money, announced his group had | 
approved allotment of $10,000,000 
for first-year construction of the’ 
Passamaquoddy (Me.) power proj-| 
ect to make electricity by harness- | 
ing the tides and $256,000,000 for | 
low-cost housing. Approval of Pres- | 
ident Roosevelt was necessary, but | 


officials said there was no doubt! § 


he would do so. ' 

The allotments recommended in- | 
cluded $100,000,000 for the program | 
sponsored by the State of Wiscon- | 
sin, embracing 140 projects. Others | 
were $7,500,000 for New York City | 
for construction of a Dard Island | 
sewage treatment plant; $25,000,000 | 
for the Upper Mississippi River | 
channel development, and $21,000,- | 
000 for the Missouri River channel | 
between Kansas City and, Sioux | 
City. 
Passamaquoddy Project Revived. 

First estimates of the Passama- 
quoddy project had called for $40,- 
000,000, but this later was reduced 
to approximately $30,000,000. Re- | 
jected by the Public Works Admin- 
istration last year, the project was 
revived at the instance of President | 
Roosevelt. Under the plan, electric- 
ity is to be produced by harnessing 
the tides. | 

The Federal Government expects 
to take charge of al} municipal 
projects whose entire cost is borne 
by the four billion dollar works 
Hopkins, head 
of the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, said today. 

Projects involving loans. and | 
grants, Hopkins said, will be ad- 
ministered by the Public Works 
Administration, but all applications 
will be checked by representatives 
of the Progress Division in every 
community. 

Discussing the new set-up, Hop- 
kins said there will be “agents in 
all communities when the program 
is under operation, and every state 
is going to be broken up into work 
areas and there will be a man in 
charge of each area.” The works | 
administration, he added, “will he a 
line organization from me down to 
the states to the people.” 

He said he was “considering a 
plan to deal directly with large 
cities whose relief population was 
larger than that of the remainder | 
of their states.” 

Hopkins said the progress di- 


vision offices would be headquar- | 


ters for local representatives of all | 
work agencies, offering a “conven- 
lent place” for local officials to sub- 
mit applications. | 

Progress administrators, he .add- 
ed, “will receive applications lo- | 
cally on behalf of the organization 
of Frank C. Walker. head of the | 
applications division, and work | 
them up.” | 

He said Secretary of the Interior | 
Ickes, Walker and himself would | 
decide which cities would receive | 
grants and which both loans and 
“obviously” | 
there must be precautions to. see | 
that cities able to supply funds did 
so. Grants are outright gifts while 
the loans are expected to be re- 
paid. | 

Tentaive Wage Schedule. 

A basic schedule of wages under 
the work relief program, calling | 
for a 30 per cent reduction in pre- 
vailing hourly rates on construc- [> 
tion jobs has-been drawn tenta- 
tively for White House approval. 

Senator. McCarran (Dem.), Ne- | 
vada, gave notice that he would | 
fight the proposed schedule. ’ He | 
said it would “tear down the wage | 
scale of the country.” | 

The suggested reduction has not 
yet been submitted to President | 
Roosevelt, it was said. If approved 
by the President, officials said, pay- 
ments would range from 29 to 35) 
cents an hour for common labor, | 
90 to 60 for semi-skilled and 70 to 
85 for skilled. | 

It wais said that these rates are | 
30 per cent below the averages now 
paid on PWA projects, these aver- | 
ages being based on prevailing 
rates. The PWA minimum ranges 
from 40 cents for unskilled labor | 
and $1 for skilled labor in the! 
Southern zone to 45 cents and $1.10 
in the central and 50 cents and 
$1.20 in the Northern zones. | 

Officials asserted monthly pay- 
ments under the new schedule | 
were expected to range from $16 for | 
unskilled labor in the South to $96 
for skilled work in New York City. | 

The average, it was said. would | 
exceed the $50 a month “security” | 
wage on which the work program | 
was planned. It compares with a 
monthly average of $29.50 on jobs 
now conducted under the Relief 
Administration on which prevail- 
ing wages are paid but only enough | 
employment given to meet @ work- | 
er family’s relief needs.

Diet List. 


The diet at this age should in- 
clude: a 

1. One quart of milk daily. This 
will provide protein, and calcium 
phosphorus, and some of the vita- 
mins. 

2. An egg daily. It provides pro- 
fein, used by the body to promote 
growth, and is especially rich in 
iron and vitamins. 

3. A small amount of meat, ap- 
proximately three tablespoons, 
twice a week. Liver, kidney, sweet- 
breads, brains, beef, lamb and 
chicken can be used. 

4. Vegetables and fruits 
These provide vitamins, minerals 
and the laxative factor. The child 
should have two cooked vegetables, 
one of which should be a green 
vegetable; one raw vegetable, and 
one raw fruit and one cooked fruit 
during the day. - The vegetables 
which are suitable for a child this 
age are cauliflower, carrots, beets, 
cabbage, spinach, turnips, onions, 
Squash, peas, beans, tomatoes, as- 
paragus and potatoes. Sandwiches 
made of chopped raw vegetables 
are usually relished. 

5. Cereals once or possibly twice 
daily to supply minerals and vita- 
mins. A child will eat four to eight 
tablespoons served with milk. 

6. Whole wheat bread at each 
meal, with butter. 


Cod Liver Oil. 


7. Cod liver oil; half a teaspoon 
daily is enough to supply vitamin 
D. It can be given after a meal 
or in the middle of the morning in 
orange or tomato juice. 

8. Two cups of water daily, to be 
taken between meals. 

Food for children of this age 
should be prepared simply—either 
boiled, baked or broiled. Creamed 
vegetables and cream soups may be 
used to utilize part of the daily 
milk requirement. Such simple des- 
serts as cream tapioca, chocolate 
pudding, junket and custard are 
appreciated and wholesome. Salt 
and pepper should be used Spar- 
ingly. 

Foods are usually better when 
cooked without sugar. The eating of 
Sugar is largely a habit, and can 
be encouraged or discouraged by 
the method of preparation of food.
